So 
strongly so that the influence of a 
convention would not secure him a 
single electoral vote west of the 
Rocky mountains. 

A convention is often a kind of 
political swag and must be put 
where it will do the most good. 
Cleveland’s workers realize the 
burthen that he has cast upon his 
party by his free trade proclivities, 
and appreciate the necessity of 
catering to the central localities, 
where the great electoral forces are 
to be mustered, and the political 
boodle is to be obtained.

If so, bis free trade 
messagesand position as to silver 
and other matters in which the 
west are especially interested, will 
bea greater burthen than he can 
‘besr and again reaci: the president- 
fal chair. Toe selection of St. 
Louis for the convention forebodes 
Cleveland’s defeat. 


CONGRESS is worrying over the 
matter of locating public lands. 
Nearly the whole public domain 
has been taken up except in certain 
of the western states and territories, 
much of which is sterile until irri- 
gated and much more irreclaimable 
desert, fitted only for limited pas- 
turage. The government sold the 
Mississippi valley to settlers at 
$1.25 peracre. Certainly it ought 
not te require any more for the 
sterile and desert lands in the far 
west. Why, says the Salt Lake 
Tribune, would not a general law, 
authorizing the leasing of the land 
at five cents per acre per year, with 
the provisioa that if any man or 
his heirs paid that sum for twenty- 
five consecutive years, a patent 
should accrue, answer every pur- 
pose. On agricultural land the 
limit should be 160 acres; on sterile 
land that may be made fertile by 
bringing water upon it, a full sec- 
tion should be granted, while up in 
the barren mountains and broken 
country there need be nolimit. In 
that way the whole region of the 
west would eventually be appropri- 
ated, and the government would 
receive full pay for it; as much as 
it received, acre for acre, for the 

richest lands of the republic. We

“DEATH OF W. W. W. CORCORAN. | 

| The Many Charitable Deeds of the | 
Washington Philanthropist. 
’WasHinaton, Fob. 24.—W. W. Cor. 

coran died this morning at 6:30 o’clock 


‘He was born at Georgatown, Decem- 


ber 27, 1798. He laid the basis of his 
great fortune under the firm name of 
Corcoran & Riggs, bankers, by float- 
iug govefoment bonds during the 
Mexican war. He is best known as a 
public benefactor and philanthropis:. 
In 1847 he purchased the site of the 
Oak Hill Cemetery at Georgetown, ex- 
pended $120,000 in improving it, and 
presented the cemetery to his native 
town. The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
e established in 1857, spending about 
000 in fitting it up, and in the 
aeaaein establishing an endowment 
fund of nearly $1,000,000, and trans- 
ferred his entire collection of paint- 
ings, statuary and works of art. An- 
other of his gifts is the Louise. Home, 
founded ia memory of his wife, in- 
tended as a bome for aged women of 
refineme:t and education, who by re- 
verse of fortune have been reduced 
from affluence to poverty. The build- 
ing cost about $200,000 and has an an- 
dowment fund of about $300,000. Cor- 
coran also made large gifis to the 
Washington Orphan Asylum, Colum- 
hia Univer:ity, and many institutious 
inthe South. He also gave $100,000 to 
the Church of Ascension 1 this city 
To the university of Virginia he made 
gifts amounting to $200,000, besides a 
library of about 4,000 volames.

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Proposed National Normal School 
at Washisegton —C. 8, Young 
Chairman of the Committee. 


The national convention of achool 
superintendents closed a three days’ 
session at Washington on the 17th 
instant. C.8. Young was one of 
the official delegates from this coast 
and one of the speakers. Mr. 
Young gave his time to Senator 
Stewart to present his ideas of a 
national normal school proposed 
by his bill to be established at 
Washington. The Senator’s ad- 
dress is as follows: 


‘The objection to Republican govern- 
ment bas always been the want of ca- 
pacity in man to perform the compli- 
cated duties that form of government 
imposes. The destruction of ancient 
republics, and the numerous failures 
in more recent times to establish self- 
government, indicates the difficulties 
with which a peo, le s:riving to main- 
tain free government are surrounded 
and point to the dangers to which 
they are exposed. Itis a remarkable 
fact that no republic, while it re- 
mained true to itself, has gone down 
before a foreign foe; on the contrary, 
the enémy which destroyed it was ig- 
norance and incapacity. The United 
States has nothing to fear from a for- 
eign foe. All the world besides united 
could not subjugate 60,000,000 people 
made a soldier race by the atmosphere 
of freedom and indé»vendence in which 
they were born and raised. If our 
government shall perish as the re- 

ublics which preceded it have done, 

t will be from no other cause than 
that which desiroyed them: ignorance 
of the mas-<es, 

The duties of an American citizen 
are daily becoming more complicated ; 
the education necessary to discbarge 
them more thorough ant com- 
prehensive. There are being discussed 
at the present sessicn of congress sub- 
jects of momentous importance, such 
as the tariff, involving the question 
whether it is for the best interests of 
the American people to do their own 
work and supply themselves by the 


'| labor of their own people with all the 


necessaries and luxuries of life, or to 
open their markets to the competition 
ofthe world and avail themselves of 
the§ labor of all countries; whether 
the value ofa unit of money depends 
upon the material of which that unit 
i made, or open the number of uniis 
in circulation; whether the amount 
of money in circulation ought not at 
all :imes to be the same per capita, and 
thereby maintain aw even range of 
prices, or whether it ought to be con- 
tracted or expanded to suit the con- 
venience of different classes of the 
community. 

These and many kindred questions 
are urgent and demand immed.iate so- 
lation. They must be ultimately de- 
cided by. the people of the United 
States. The arguments made in the 
halis of congress are addressed to the 
people at large and not to officials. 
The two great parties contending for 
supremacy are now framing issues for 
the decision of the American people 
at the next November election. Upon 
the decision then rendered depends to 
@ great extent the prosperity of the 
country. This is not ali. Questions 
are constantly presented invoiving the 
local government of the several states. 
The government of great cities isn the 
most complica'ed of all. In no city in 
the United States containing over 
100,000 inhabitants has local sell-gov- 
ernment been a complete success; on 
the contrary, in many of our large 
cities extravagance, corruption and 
misrule have furnished arguments 
against free government itself. Few 
among even the thoughtful citizens 
appreciate the difficulties surrounding 
the exercise of the elective franchise 
in the densely popuiated sections of 
our voustry. For example, a voter in 
the city of New York is called upon to 
select more than one bundred different 
men to fill that number ot different 
offices. Similar duties are im- 
posed upon the voters in every 
oth r large city in the United States 
The duties of these effices are compli- 
cated and varied. A voter must des- 
ignate a person qualified to fill each of 
them, and if he fail to a make a proper 
selection, bad government is inevita- 
ble. Under such circumstances the 
highest intelligence is necessary (to 
muiotain good government. It is pos- 
sible that more is required of th 
than any citizen can perform,” 
been suggested that no business man 
or laborer in a greet city cana spare 
sufficient tiu e to devute to public af- 
fairs to select the officers required, and 
that the number of elective offivers 
should be greatly reduced and the 
right to vote be placed within the 
power of every intelligent person. To 
do this requires the highest intelli- 
gence. ascertain whit the voter 
can-do, aul to give him an opportunity 
to do it, is a most difficult tdsk. Thi» 
is not all, Our country is vast in ex- 
tent and varied in interests, The 
poe are more or less divided by 
ocal interests and sectional prejudices, 
which bave already taxed to the ut- 
most.the capacity of the United States to 
maintain the union and the rity 
of the government. It is not only im- 

t the peo 
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pstruction 


missionaries not only in the cause of 
education, but in the cause of free gov- 
ernment. Io such av institution 
ly number from each 
section who would be taught to respect 
the people from all other sections, end 
prejudice and ill-will now existing be- 
tween the people of tne several states, 
engende by isolation and non-in- 
tercourse, would be overcome and 
the bond of union and the sentiment 
of nationality would be strepgthened 
and cultivated. : 
We must look to the educators of the 
people for such trainin. of the youth 
aa will fit them to perform the high 
duties of citizenship and enable them 
to decide intelligently who shall fill 
the offices of profit and trust and se- 
cure honest goveromient, and also to 
decide what economic measures are 
best ior the deveiopment of our indus- 
tries. They must be taught how to 
guard against every form of corrup- 
tion in which bad men indulge on ac- 
count of the ignorance or neglect of 
the people. Taereis no reason why 
the people of the United States, nu- 
merous as they are, and vast as is the 


extent of our country, with the aid of 


the railroad, the telegraph and the 
press, and other modern inventions, 
may not be one people in fact as well 
as in name. 

A teacher in every hamlet, village 


and city, a fellow-siudent and a friend 


instructing the youth in evere other 
hamlet, village and City in the United 
States, would be more effective in de- 
fending the liberties of the country 
than a million under arms. Sacha 
teacher would be able to introduce his 
pupils to the pupils of all the teachers 
in the Union by unfolding to them 
the fact that this great country is but 
one grand brotherbood of freemen, 'o 
be sustained and upheld by each and 
every a who enters the portals of 
an institution of leerning. 

The college and schools of the va- 
rious sta‘es are accomplishing much. 
It may be suggested that a national 
university can do more than wipe of 
the states are alréa)y doing, but when 
we view the subject on the higher 
plane of nationality and take into con- 
siieration the importance of a union 
in the work of educating the people, 
the institutions of learning in the sev- 
eral states cannot supply the demand, 

Students educatea in the states may 
a'tain a+ bigh a degree of learning but 
itis hardly possible that they will! im- 
bibe that sentiment of nationality and 
that knowledge of the workings uot our 
great government that they wuuld re- 
ceive at a national university, where 
the complicated machinery of our re- 
publican government is most manif: st 
ane easily understood. 

I make these suggestions with diffi- 
denve in view of the fact that Iam 
speaking to an assemblage of educat- 
ors who bave undoubtedly considered 
the question of a national uaiversity 
in connection with the subject of edu- 
cation, but believing as I do that the 
importance of the subj-ct cannot be 
over-estimated, and that ultimately we 
must have such an inatitution, I deem 
it proper to urge it upon your consid- 
eration. 

I have introduced a bill in the Sen- 
ate looking to the establishment of 
such an institution, at which teachers 
shali be educated in their profession. 
The details of such a bill must be sub- 
jected to your scrutiny and be per- 
fected by your experience, The objects 
to be attained by the proposed legisla- 
tion are certainly important. Ia addi- 
tien to the considerations already pre- 


sented, it would raise the standard of 


teaching and the social position of 
teachers. Why should not the in- 
structor of the youth have as high 
a social standing as the soldier? 
The nation educates ita youth 
t>» bear arms in defense of 
the country while there is little 
denger of a foreign foe Why should 
not money be expended to qualify th» 
teachers of the land to.contend against 
the only foe that bas ever beev suc- 
cessful against free institutions—ig- 
norance? Why should not this enemy 
be driven from the Jand at any cost 
and our liberiies made secure? ‘There 
is nothing so expensive, there is noth- 
ing so dangerous, as ignorance. If it 
can be overcome the problem of seif- 
government will be solved and 
tyranny everywhere destroyed

A correspondent of an exchange 
furnishes some good ideas in the 
following in regard to. currying 
horses: The skin of animals is a 
very active excretory organ, sup- 
plied with an almost indefinite 
number of pores, each one of which 
is the opening of a small spiral 
duct through which there is a con- 
tinual discharge of watery fluid, 
and such other useless matter as is 
carried there by the blood. Be- 
sides these, there are numberless 
small glands which secrete an oily 
‘fluid.. This oily substance keeps 
the skin soft and flexible, and. fur- 
nishes the hair with the requisite 
amount of nourishment, and keeps 
it soft and glossy, as each hair has 
one or more of these glands. at- 
tached to its bulb.. The superficial 
layer of the skin is continually 
wearing away, and is replaced bya 
new growth, or by the deeper 
layer. 

The wear or waste, which comes 
off in the shape of small flakes and 
constitutes scurf, must be removed 
with a curryeomb and_ brush. 
When a horse is worked hard the 
secretion of watery, fluid is heavier 
than when idle, and comes to the 
surface in the form of sweat. Per- 
spiration goes on incessantly, even 
when the horse is idle, but it does 
not become apparent, as it is evap- 
orated as fast as it comes to the 
surface. .If the sweat is allowed to 
dry on the skin, quantities of dust 
accumulate. and mix with it, 
filling up the pores, and conse- 
quently prevent perspiration. This 
gives rise to many evil conse- 
quences. It may, and often does, 
cause inflammation of the number- 
less glands and tubes which forma 
network just beneath the surface 
of the deeper layer of the skin, and 
since perspiration is obstructed the 
skin becomes dry, rough, hard and 
diseased. The impurities which 
cannot escape through the skin ac- 
cumulate in different places, and 
give rise to blisters, boils, etc; if 
these are not removed there is 
danger of blood poisoning, or they 
may develop other diseases of a 
serious character. Not only the 
skin becomes diseased, but the 
whole system is more or less de- 
ranged, as the functions performed 
by the skin necessarily devolve 
upon the other excretory organs 
of the body, consequently over- 
taxing them with work. 

All this may be prevented by a 
regular and judicious application 
of the currycomb and brush, and 
by frequently washing the animal. 
Since prevention is better than 
cure, all horse owners should use 
every precaution to prevent the 
many evils which may come about 
consequent upon carelessness and 
neglect of keeping the animal 
clean,

From present indications it 
would not create much ofa sensa- 
tion in Arizona if the spring of 
1888 saw a determined and intelli- 
gent effort made by the stockmen 
of Arizona to open. a trail. to the 
northern territories.”

Until last summer, however, 
the old Texas trail always presented 
an old and established route over 
which the northern ranges could 
secure all the cattle required to re- 
plenish whatever depletion winter 
might have made in their home 
herds. Last year saw this changed 
by the closing of the trail, fercing 
the stockmen of-the north to the 
same other method; to replenish 
their herds wh*n necessary to do 
so, The route which has in the 
past been traversed by Arizona 
stockmen driving cattle northward 
is probably the most available, if 
not the only substitute for the old 
Texas trail, and all that is required 
to, establish it as a permanent in- 
stitution -of the range country is 
one season’s successful drive. The 
large: number of “long yearlings’ 
and two-year-olds on Arizona 
ranges can probubly be marketed 
in this way and in no other, will 
be stfficient to insure that there 
will be made a united. effort to 
establish tae trail. Should the 
effort be successful, it will be as
